MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMUR I CAN-EGYPTIAN 
AND  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  JULY,  1939 


The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
cotton  during  the  month  of  July  as  1,623  bales  of  500  pounds  gross  weight, 
compared  with  2,208  bales  in  June  and  2,221  bales  in  May.    The  mill  con- 
sumption of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having  been  3,250  bales 
in  July,  compared  with  4,041  bales  in  June  and  4,596  bales  in  May. 

THE  NEW  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  August  12,  1939,  contains  the  following' 
dispatch  from  Cicurel  &  Co.,  of  Alexandria,  dated  August  1: 

"Throughout  the  month  of  July,  the  weather  was  very  favourable  to  the 
growth  of  the  cotton  plant.     Only  one  day  of  thick  fog  was  reported  in  the 
whole  period.    The  plant  therefore  continues  to  be  a  fortnight  earlier  than 
last  year  and  normal  compared  to  the  average  development  in  past  seasons. 

"Picking.-  There  have  been  practically  no  early  openings  up  to  now,  but  it 
is  foreseen  that  it  will  be  possible  to  start  picking  about  the  15th  of 
August  in  Upper  Egypt,  and  about  the  end  of  August  or  the  beginning  of 
September  in  Lower  Egypt."
